The coaching profession has taken 
Gutendorf all over the world and brought

‘leading personalities — Pele, Puskas, 
Floyd Patterson, Robert Kennedy, Konrad 
Adenauer, Willy Brandt, Heile Selassi, 
ce Allende, Neil Armstrong and 
others. 


He is proud to have been the first West 
German coach in South America. It 
happened just after the 1970 World Cup 
finals. Sporting Crystal, sponsored by the 
American brewery “Crystal” was on the 
lookout for a European coach who could 
add discipline and team work to the 
Peruvian players’ ball skills. FIFA 
Te ormien ded Gutendorf and he got the 
job.

“The national coach should 
be from Australia because if a 
top European coach comes 
here and Jeaves after two or 
three years, the country is no 
better off. 

“A long-term plan is 
needed, allowing the national 
coach to work with the State 
Directors of Coaching and the 
Phillps Soccer League more 
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“The national coach must 
be someone who's willing to 
stay for a long period. He 
must also get the suppori of 
the administrators and soc- 
cer people, regardless of th 
results on the field.” . 

To back up his view, 
Shoulder cites the example of 
the West German national 
team, which has had only 
two coaches in the .past 40 
years. 

“And when Helmut Schoen 
(the current team boss) 
retires,” adds Shoulder, “the 
assistant coach will probably 
take over. He has the advan- 
tana of knowing the sat-iun 


and will carry on where 
Schoen left off”. 

Another suggestion of 
Shoulder’s Is that experts like 
Dettmar Cramer be imported 
as short-term advisers. 

Shoulder’s career as 
Australian coach peaked and 
had its all-time low within the 
space of six months. Midway 
through last season he led the 
Socceroos to a morale- 
boosting, historic win over the 
famous Arsenal ot London in 
the World of Soccer tourna- 
ment. 

Also in that tournament 
were meritorious perfor- 
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Celtic and Red Star Belgrade. 

The Soccetoos won a lot of 
friends with their attacking 
style. Arsenal manager Terry 
Neil was prompted to say: 

“If the Australian team con- 
tinues to play the way it is at 
the moment, it should have no 
difficulty reaching the World 
Cup finals”. 

However, within the space 
of a few months, Shoulder’s 
earlier achievements were 
forgotten as Australia 
tumbled out of the World Cup 
in a very meek and mild 
fashion.

As mentioned, the turning point 
came in the 73rd minute.

A breakway move involving

ffandidis broke on the right and 
beautifully lobbed the ball over the 
advancing Laumets for the 
equaliser, then hit the post with a 
shot after outrunning Tansey soon 
after. 

The Greeks ran riotin the last 15 
minutes, with players storming at 
the Australian goal, leaving the 
Socceroos in a mess. Ifandidis 
brought sheer happiness to the 
many Greeks present when he 
shot home the winner via the post 
in the 77th minute. Nicolaos Liakos 
had got around Chris Kalafatidis, ~ 
then centred the ball to the lively 
winger, who made no mistake 

Both coaches were happy with 
their team’s performances, but 
Shaulder said he expected an 
Australian win in Adelaide (tonight) 
when the Socceroos will include 
more experienced players, who 
have played together before.

To Shoulder’s credit, he 
stuck to his guns in the face of 
hefty criticisms, and took it 
with a pinch of salt. He 
refused to retaliate against his 
many knockers, remaining 
unaffected and cool — on the 
surface, anyway. 


He faced his last wave of 
criticism over the selection of 
the squads for the games 
against Greece. The main 
criticism came over the omis- 
sion of 1974 World Cup 
veterens Atti Abonyi, Jimmy 
Rooney, Ray Richards (who 
was overlooked by Shoulder 
during the 1978 campaign) 
and Peter Wilson from the 
squads to meet the Greeks. 


“There's no logic in being 
sentimental,” explains 
Shoulder. “If the games 
against the Greeks were com- 
petition games — with 
something at stake — then 
Wilson and Rooney are the 
first players I'd have picked. 
However, the Greek tour 
gives Australia a great chance 
to experiment with young 
players who haven't had any 
international experience 


“Everybody Knows what 
Wilson and Rooney can do 
and both are still certainly 
good enough for international 
football. However, putting 
them in the teams would be a 
waste of an opportunity to 
blood youngsters.” 


The inclusion of South 
Melbourne Hellas goalkeeper 
Jack Reilly also came as a 
surprise. 


“Jack’s there to guide 
young Peter Laumets,” said 
Shoulder, “but he's worth a 





good squad member in that 
he works with the younger 
players.” r 


Enough of the explaining. 
What about the future? 
Shoulder has been impressed 
by a few of the new players in 
the squads. 


“John Davies of Canberra 
City will go on to be a very 
good player,” said Shoulder. 
“He's very sharp, and has im- 
proved tremendously since 
the first time | saw him, which 
was three years ago. 


“John O’Shea of St. George 
has played extremely well for 
me as a sweeper and Gary 
Cole of Alexander also im- 
Dressed me a lot.” 


The Greek games repre- 
sent a chance for Shoulder to 
get back onside in the eyes of 
Australian soccer fans. 
Although both Greece and 
Australia aren't fielding their 
strongest teams, Shoulder 
says there are no weak teams 
at international level, and that 
he'd love to win at least two of 
the games 


“Look at Iran and Tunisia,” 
said Shoulder. “They aren't 
regarded as strong soccer 
nations, but have caused up- 
sets in the World Cup. Greece 
will be hard to beat.” 


After the Sydney game on 
June 18, it’s goodbye Jimmy 
Shoulder. No doubt he Is dis- 
appointed that he failed in his 
ultimate miasion in Australia 
— World Cup quailfication — 
but he’s won many friends 
with his honesty and 
endeavour. Unfortunately, 
the adage “nice guys never 
win” has come true yet again.

season, but couldn't hang onto top place. It 
did however win the Peru Cup. 

Just after the season, Gutendorf and his 
wife Ute went on a film expedition into the 
Peruvian and Brazilian jungle. 

Gutendorf was cast in the role of a minor 
villain in a film called “Aguirre, the God of 
Anger”, made by Werner Herzog and 
starring German eccentric Klaus Kinski. 


tn the early sixties, Gutendor{ was in 
Switzerland, coaching Blue Stars Zurich and FC 
Lucerne — with whom he won the Swiss Cup. 


As a result of his success there, he was, in 
1963, offered the coaching job at newly- 
promoted German Bundesliga club MSV 
Duisburg, for a monthly salary of $800, and a 
promised bonus of $20,000 for winning the 
championship and $10,000 for coming second, 

Gutendorf's first task was to buy striker 
Helmut Rahan from Enschede in Holland. Rahan 
had been a hero of West Germany's 1954 World 
Cup win. 

In an era in which “tactics” were still fairly 
rigid, Gutendorf made a name for himself by 
introducing something completely new to 
German soccer. 

He pulled a player out of attack, into defence, 
creating Germany's first double centre half. 

As a result, Duisburg conceded only 36 goals 
in 30 games. 


But he did not rely only on defence. When his 
team was in possession, it attacked with seven 
or eight men. The opponents couldn’t believe it: 
Duisburg was defending with forwards and 
attacking with defenders! Unheard ofl 


And so Duisburg became the sensation of the 
very first Bundesliga season, registering results 
like 4-0 v. Karlsruhe, 3-1 v. Frankfurt, 2-2 v. 
Schalke and 3-0 v. Duesseldorf and finally 
finishing second in the league in the 1963/64 
season. 3 

Gutendort collected his $10,000 bonus and 
financed the buliding of a guest house. 

But things did not run smoothly the following 
year, and Gutendorf and Duisburg eventually 
parted company. A new club boss imposed a 
new system on the team — a system which didn't 
work. Gutendorf gradually reverted back, to his 
old system, but by then it was too late. “I should 
have stood up for myself from the very start,” he 
says today. “It was a lesson that | learned the 
hard way.,” ; 

And so, Gutendorf switched to VfB Stuttgart 
on March 12, 1965. Stuttgart was struggling in 
second Jast place, but under Gutendorf the team 
improved to avoid relegation. To achieve this 
aim, he relied on experienced players like Geiger 
and Waldner, for he still says today: “Only with 
experienced players can you achieve success. 
Young players alone cannot do it.” 

Gutendorf could stand it at Stuttgart for no 
more than 18 months. He was unhappy that the 
club turned down his request that the players 
should give up their jobs. He was also angry that 
he couldn't get the training headquarters he 
wanted and that he wasn't allowed to have 
training on Mondays because it was the 
groundkeeper’s day off. 
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fiutendorf (left) while at Tennis Borussia, gives instructions to “Zippo” Zimmer — who was

That made him so Sivid that he once broke the 
lock and took his players in anyway. 


Right after his Stuttgart adventure, Gutendorf 
was flown to the United States by the leaders of 
the American league, which wags not affiliated 
with FIFA at the time. Gutendorf became the 
league’s general manager and also coach of the 
St. Louis Stars. 


An American paper wrote: “Rudi Gutendorf is, 
after Wernher von Braun, the second German 
who can really give America something new —in 
this case, soccer.” 


As part of his promotional gimmicks, 
Gutendorf played soccer with goalkeeper Gernot 
Fraydl (ex Hertha BSC) in the middle of 
Broadway, made countless TV appearances and 
lectures, took the St. Louis stars Into the training 
camp of boxing champ Floyd Patterson and 
organised a friendly game with Pele’s Santos; 
which was watched by 30,000 people, 

But at that time, soccer had not caught on the 
way it has now in the U.S. Attendances gradually 
dwindled and when league president Dick Walsh 


_ switched over to baseball, U.S. soccer lost the 


man who held alf the strings. 

The crunch for Gutendorf came when the new 
owner of the St. Louis Stars informed him that in 
future, he wanted to buy players of his own 
choosing and that he wanted a say In team 
selection. Gutendorf wouldn't have any of it, and 
left the U.S. with $150,000 — the pay-out on his 
three-year contract. 


In 1968 he started another successful chapter 
of his carreer — this time as coach of 
Bundesliga club Schalke 04. Gutendorf took 
Schalke out of the cellar, to near the top of the 
ladder and then into the semi-finals of the 
European Cup. 


One of his innovations was to pay win and 
draw bonuses into a savings account for the 
players, who were told they would receive the 
money at the end of the season, only if Schalke 
was not relegated. 

It worked, for in the second round, Schalke 
was the most successful team in the league. 

Gutendorf would take his men on training runs 
at 6 o'clock in the morning. He would jog them 
purposely past the entrances of the big factories 
around Gelsenkirchen, explaining later: “The 
local workers had to see that we also had to work 
hard for our money — we had to remove the 
belief that footballers spend half their day 
lounging around in bed.” As a result, the local 
workers had no quaims about supporting their 
“fellow workers" when it came to the weekend 
game. 

Gutendorf also arranged what he called 
“Hearings”. To these he invited all club members 
so they could express their criticisms and 
grievances. They would do just that, and go 
home praising their understanding coach. 


In training camp, Gutendorf taught not only 
the arts of soccer, but also the language of 
English. ‘The man himself can speak English, 
French, Spanish and German and wanted to 
dispel the image of the moronic footballer. 


Success came to Schalke after Gutendorf had 
made Reinhard Libuda captain and helped him 
to return to the national team, and after hé had 
built up the morale of the other leading players 
Nigbur and Fichtel. 


When he took over the club, Schalke had one 
solitary point. In the end, Schalke came seventh 
and, apart from reaching the European Cup 
semis, also reached the final of the German 
Cup. 


Guenter Slebert. A week, or even a day wouldn't 
go by without an open clash between the two — 
and the clashes got worse and worse. Schalke 
beat Dynamo Zagreb 3-1 and 1-0 in the 
European Cup quarter finals but when Schalke 
lost 1-5 to Manchester City after having won the 
first leg 1-0, Siebert saw his chance to push 
Gutendorf to his breaking point. The break 
came, and Gutendorf left, Schalke with $20,000 
in his pocket. 

Before his Schalke adventure, Gutendort was, 
from 1960 to 1961, the first German 
developmental coach. About the same time he 
was. working occasionally as interpreter for Willy 
Brandt, the mayor of Berlin. 

As developmental coach, he was employed by 
the German Olympic Committee whose 
programme of sending expert coaches overseas 
was backed by the German Foreign Office. In 
this capacity, Gutendorf jumped from country to 
country, organising seminars, coaching camps; 
etc. Although the pay was a measly $750 a 
month, it suited Gutendorf at the time. 


He says: “As a coach, | am a short-distance 
runner, because | am 20 temperamental. Short 
engagements suit me perfectly.” 


In June, 1972, Gutendorf became national 
coach of Chile. His Job was to make sure Chile 
qualified for the 1974 World Cup finals in West 
Germany. 

To this point, Chile had not won an 
international match for two years but from the 
start of his reign, until his departure in 
September, 1973, his team lost only once. In the 
Mini World Cup organised to mark the 150th 
anniversary of the Brazilian Football Association, 
Chile finished fifth of 32 teams — an astonishing 
achievement. 


Chile’s President Salvator Allende was so 
pleased that he Invited the whole squad to a 
lavish reception and presented a car to each of 
them. He gave Gutendorf a semi-trailer, which 
he immediately sold to buy an apariment. 


It was in Chile that Gutendorf and his wife Ute 
split up temporarily. 

Chilean beauty queen “Carmenaita” was at 
least part of the reason, but after the affair, Rudi 
and Ute were reunited and are still together 
today. 

After a stint in Botswana, where his 
assignment was to form a national team out of 
nothing, Gutendorf returned to Germany in 1976 
to coach newly promoted Bundesliga team 
Tennis Borussia of Berlin, for a monthly salary of 
$1500. But he did not know what he had let 
himself in for. Tennis Borussia had debts of 
about $600,000 and to alleviate them the club 
sold star players Stolzenburg to Braunschwelg 
and Siegmann to Bremen. 

Stolzenburg’s departure left Gutendorf 
without a striker. Hearing that Swedish ace 
Benny Wendt was sitting on the bench at 
Cologne, Gutendorf pestered Cologne coach 
Hennes Weisweller until Weisweiler finally 
agreed to release Wendt to Tennis Borussia. 

But despite a few more signings, TB didn't 
really have what it takes, and the club’s 
administration was too amateurish. There were 
memorable wins over Bayern Munich, Cologne, 
and Hertha BSC, but without the necessary 
talent, TB failed to avoid relegation and 
Gutendort was off again — this time to join 
Hamburger SV, for a monthly salary of $3500. 


At Hamburg, Gutendorf teamed up with 
another soccer eccentric — president Dr Peter 
Krohn. It was the Schalke story all over again 


and after numerous personality clashes, 
Gutendorf wasn eaacked inthe meantime thaunsk 
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Fine the bosses, 
not the players 


Since the start of the Philips League last year, six coaches have been 
associated with the Sydney Olympic Club. 


First there was Bruce Stowell who, after a short spell, was 
replaced by Kaz Kulak. Then Tom Anderson was appointed, 
first with Frank Malone as his assistant, then Fil Bottalico. 

Malone quit due to business pressures, then Bottalico left to 
Join North Sydney Inter. 

; When Anderson left to cover the World Cup for his new- 
spaper, Olympic appointed the present coach, George Gibson. 

Now it is reported that after Olympic’s poor performance 
against Hakoah, club president John Constantine told the 
players they would be fined $250 each, and threatened a further 
$250 fine if they did not pull up their socks. 

This could be the highest fine yet imposed in any code in 
Australia!

‘Let's first ask whether ft is possible for the players to “click” 
under a particular coach, if he leaves before they have the 
chance to memorise his name. 

The majority of the players are known to me as good human 
beings. | have always said that if a player is bad, the coach 
should get rid of him, but in this case | feel it is more a case of 
bad planning by the club. 

My conclusion is that the Olympic president should call his 
committeemen around a meeting table, apply common sense, 
and perhaps even fine them $250 a head for doing an injustice 
to the piayers. 

Soccer needs the supporters of Sydney Olympic but under 
the amateur administration the club has had for 21 years, it 
simply cannot progress, no matter how many players it buys or 
imports. 

Only sound planning and a level-headed approach can 
erovinte Olympic’s problems and set the club on the road to 
stability.
